A NEW LEADER. 


The report appearing in last weck’s tele- 
grams that the present premier of Ontario 
is to become leader of the reform party 
in federal politics is not unlikely to be 
true. The leader of the opposition is under 
certain circumstances the most important 
personage in the politics of the country next 
to the premier. Although he does not 
actually hold the helm of the ship of state 
he can do much according to his ability and 
inclination and the strength of his party 
to direct its course. He it is who gives that 
efficient check to the exercise of absolute or 
unwarranted power by the executive which 
is a distinctive feature of responsible gov- 
ernment. A strong opposition with a ster- 
ling leader is almost as safe a guarantee of 
good government as the character or policy 
of the ministry. Under such circumstances 
the selection of the opposition leader 1s a 
matter of the deepest interest to every 
citizen. Although the present leader isa 
man of rare ability asa speaker itis said 
that neither his health nor his inclination 
permit hit to retain the position. Nor can 
there be any doubt that the extreme course 
taken by him on the Riel question, however 
creditable to a friend of the oppressed and 
unfortunate or however ably defended by his 
public addresses, is not agreeable to what 
a large portion of those who are classed 
as reformers hold to be the true interests of 
the country, or indeed in accordance with 
simple justice. In order to make his weight 
and that of his party felt in legislation the 
leader of the opposition must be, with all his 
other abilities, energetic. This Mr. Laurier 
is not, and considering his age and other cir- 
cunistances it, is doubtful if Mr. Mowat will 
be. That Mr. Mowat, has handled for so 
many years so successfuly the government 
of that half of the population and wealth of 
the whole country contained in the province 
of Ontario is very much in his favor—the 
more soas he has succeeded in keeping a 


wonderfully clean personal record—and 
will give him the prestige necessary to 
secure a following among all ranks and 


classes of liberals; a prestige which other 
leading members of the party lack. In de- 
fending the position which he and his parts 
have held in the government of Ontario for 
so many years and in defending the rights of 
the province from federal encroachment Mr, 
Mowat has been an unqualified success. But 
because he bas been so good on the defence 
is no proof that he will be equally good on 
the attack, such as will necessarily fall to 
his lot to lead. Indeed as far as his experi- 
ence ef the past ten or fifteen years has gone 
it would tend to unlearn for him what he at, 
one time may have known of the best 
methods of successful attack. It cannot be 
forgotten that the questions of policy com- 
ing before the federal house are different 
from those coming before the provincal legis- 
lature, but from his course as premier of On- 
tario it may fairly be taken for granted that 
in federal politics he would support  pro- 
Vineial rights and a clean administration of 
public affairs, Besides,he has proven himself 
to be a man of thoroughly sound judgement, 
unswerving loyalty, and one whose word— 
although given slowly—when given can be 
depended upon, That he would make as 
good a premier of Canada as he has of On- 
tario there is no doubt, but unfortunately 
the premiership is not at his acceptance.

be treacherous, guides, Under these circum. 
stances instead of Mr. Mowat being able to 
look to his lieutenants as supports his repu- 
tation and ability and the pelicy that he out- 
lines must be depended upon to inspire pub- 
lic confidence in them. 

Were the government party and the gov- 
ernment policy anything but what they are 
Mr. Mowat would indced be assuming the 
leadership of a forlorn hope.

POLICE COURT. 

Police court Edmonton 4th January, 1888, 
Before Insp. Casey and M. McCauley, J. P’a. 

Joseph Miron was charged with an assault 
upon Margaret McKenny on the early morn- 
ing of Ist inst. He elected to be tried under 
“The smmary trials act” and pleaded guilty. 
He was fined $10 and $7.50 costs. These 
were paid, 

Frank Nutt was charged with an assault 
on the same person on the same morning. 
He also elected to be tried summarily but 
pleaded “‘Not guilty.” After the examina- 
tion of Joseph Miron, the prosecutrix and 
Pierre Goudry Papan as witnesses for the 
prosecution (there being no witnesses for the 
defence) the accused was fined $10 and $7.50 
costs,or in defaultof payiwentin three months 
one month’s imprisonment. 

Nutt was also charged with an assault, 
committed the same morning, on Catherine 
Papan whereby she was seriously injured in 
the face. In this case he also electea—te 
tried summarily and pleaded ‘‘Not guilty.” 
The witnesses in the former case and in addi- 
tion Sophia Papan were examined for the 
prosecution and the accused was found 
guilty and sentenced to two month's im- 
prisonment at hard labor. He was taken to 
Ft. Saskatchewan on Thursday. 

Edward Williams was charged with having 
upon his person a pistol without reasonable 
cause to fear an assault or otker injury to 
his person or his family or property. He 
pleaded not guilty. After the examination 
of Sergeant Davidson, Constables Telford, 
Humphreys and Macdonald he was found 
guilty and was required to find two surcties, 
each for $100, te keep the peace for six 
months. In default of finding these sureties 
he was sentenced to ten days imprisonment 
and was taken to I’t. Saskatehewan on Thurs- 
day. The revolver, valued at $80, found 
upon him was impounded, and as the offence 
was not ina municipality will be handed 
over to the lieutenant-governor.

ONION LAKE, 
Last sumimer in July last a sehool was 
started on the Onion lake reserve. No school 
house being in readiness one of the Indian 
binldings was temporarily used as such. 
The attendance at first was very small, the 
adults not seeming to know the importance 
of education and did not show much interest 
in their children’s progress in this respect. 
But as the pupils attending showed signs of 
marked progress those previously holding 
back showed their interest by sending all 
their children, or as many asitwas possible to 
spare. After petting through with their 
farm work they joined and built a new 
school honse in the most central place on 
the reserve, which they completed on the 
23rd November last. The schoot was opened 
in the new building and to day the average 
attendance is from 25 to 80 children. Christ- 
mas being near the teacher proposed giving 
his pupilsadinner and atew prizes before 
their holidays began, as an inducement to 
renew their studies after the holidays. For 
this purpose Mr. D». D. McDonald, the gov- 
ernment school teacher, collected by sub- 
scription from the white people at Onion 
lake and Ft. Pitt an amount sutlicient to 
carry out his plans. All asked readily and 
kindly contriouted towards it. The prizes 
and other necessaries for the dinner were 
procured, The distribution of prizes and 
the dinner took place in the school house on 


the 23rd inst. Among the gentlemen pres- 
ent were the Indian agent, Mr. Geo. Mann, 


Rey. Fathers Merer and Dauphin, Sergt. Hall 
of the N. W. M. P., and other me.nbers of the 
force. The Indian agent, Rey, Father Merer 
and others addressed the children in very 
appropriate terms, and after announcing to 
them the period of their alloted holidays 
they were dismissed, as happy as their little 
hearts could be, All present were unani- 
mous in pronouncing the affair to have been 
truly successful. Mr. D. D. McDonald, the 
teacher of the school, was educated at St. 
John’s college, Winnipeg, by the C. M8, 
and after serving a term as Indian wission 
achool teacher in the Cumberland district 
was removed to Emimanuel college, Prince 
Albert where he studied for one year before 
coming to Onion lake to take charge of the 
school there, which he bas since conducted 
very successfully.

By this inethod close settlement would 
be permitted without the Payment of any 
money by the yovernment, and the railway 
companies would sell their land much faster 
than they do now, If there had to be a 
choice between buying up the railway land 
and baying out the railway monopoly the 
BULLETIN would give its vote in favor ot 
buying out the land—and then “pusttiug” 
the wonopoly
